REPORT OF CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE. 


The Constitution Committee submits the following proposed Amend- 
ments to the Constitution and By-laws for your consideration: 


Group “A”—Amendments Presented for Second Reading and Final Action. 

1. Article V. Section 2, of Constitution. 

“The Officers of this Society shall be elected by ballot at the beginning 
of the second day of the regular convention, to serve for a term of one 
year. No officer, except the Statistical Secretary and Treasurer may serve 
more than two consecutive terms.” | 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT: “The President, Vice President and Re- 
cording Secretary shall not serve for more than three consecutive years, 
nor the Statistical Secretary and Treasurer for more than five consecutive 


years. 

2. Article VI, Section 6, of Constitution. 

“The Officers of the Synodical Society shall constitute the Executive 
Committee, whose duiy it shall be to manage the affairs of the Society 
between conventions, transacting all necessary business. This committee 
shall hold at least two meetings at same time and place as the Convention 
—one prior to the Convention to discuss and adopt plans and policies re- 
lating to the work in order to present wise recommendations to the Society ; 
the other meeting shall be held after the Convention to finish up the busi- 
ness of the Convention and to appoint Committees and Secretaries. Any 
other meeting deemed necessary may be called by agreement of the Presi- 
dent and one other member of the Executive Committee.” 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT: For last phrase of second sentence, sub- 
stitute “to plan the work for new year.”
